“ D espite the Irish de leg a tio n’s s in­ 
cere desire for peace and despite the 
conciliatory tone of E am o nn de Val- 
e r s ’s latest com m unicatio n w e canno t 
enter a conference on the basis of this 
correspondence. 


“T here is no purpose served by fur­ 
th e r exchange of explana to ry arg u- 
meritive negotiations on this subject. 


“T he position tak en by H is M ajesty’3 
g overnm ent on the fundam ental exist­ 
ence of the B ritish E m pire c a nno t be 
altered. 


“N o tw ith standing Mr. 
de V a le ra ’s 
personal a ssura nc e to the co ntra ry it 
m igh t be argued in the future th a t 
acceptance of th e conference upon this 
basis (the basis outlined in de Val

T he laborer must get back to norm al 
by recognizing th at w ar tim e w ages 
are past, and accepting a reduction 
of wages that, will enable his em ploy­ 
er to sell his goods at a profit 
I ’he

and 
loss the difference between 
pices based on the* present w age and 
the prices which he paid for his goods 
and the co nsum er m us t begin buying 
liornially.

sent largely a m a tte r of b a rte r, be­ 
cause th e ir m oney is practically val­

back it. You cannot buck a steel en­ 
graving pla nt and a printing press. 
A m ericans are not. w illing to sell their 
supplies on any such security; as our 
dealings with them a re necessarily a 
barter,
